2. (Original) The article of headwear of claim 1| wherein ttie first elastic material and the 
second elastic material stretch in a direction of a circumference of the crown.

8. (Original) The article of headwear of claim 6, wherein a portion of the flap is formed of an 
extension of the first elastic material, the strip being located on the extensioiL

and a second surfece, the first sui&ce being oriented to face away from llie head and tiie second 
sui&ce being oriented to fecc tiie head, the strip being located on tiie first surfiice.

15. (Original) The article of headwear of claim 12, wherein the visor board includes two slits 
with a configuration that pemiits end portions of the visor board to extend under a central portion 
of the visor board

17. (Original) TTie article of headwear of claim 12, wherein the visor includes covmngs that 
CKtend around die visor board, the coverings being formed of a third elastic material.

of a first elastic material, and die crown including a flap positioned adjacent an 
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interior surface of the crown, and the crown including a strip of a second elastic 
material that is scieenprinted onto the flap; and 
a visor attached to the crown. 

19. (Original) The cap of claim 18, wh^in the first elastic material and tbs second elastic 
material stretch in a direction of a ciicumfmnce of the crown. 

20. (Original) The cap of claim 18, wherein the second elastic material is silicone.
